I beg*  to  .submit  report  upon  the  sanitary  condition  of 
your  district  during  1937. 

The  Dolgelley  Rural  District  consists  of  13  parishes,  and 
has  an  area  of  150,128  acres.  Tlie  residental  2>opulation  for 
the  year  1937  is  estimated  by  the  Regis trar-Cxeneral  to  be  7,240 
as  compared  with  7,325  in  1930. 

The  district  may  be  described  in  general  terms  as  rough, 
mountainous,  and  mainly  agricultural,  where  the  soil  is  mainly 
thin  and  poor,  and  where  sheej)  farming  largely  predominates. 

It  contains  a number  of  mountains  of  considerable  height,' 
such  as  Cader  Idris  and  Arran  Fawaldwy,  both  being  nearlj^ 
3,000  feet  in  height.  Between  the  mountain  ranges  are  many 
deep  and  beautiful  valleys.  The  small,  hardy  Welsh  sheep 
find  i:)asture  upon  the  extensive  ui^laiids.  The  sea  coast  forms 
largely  the  Western  boundary  of  the  district.  The  inhab- 
itants are  mainly  engaged  in  agricultural  pursuits.  There  are 
a few  slate  quarries  in  the  parishes  of  Talyllyn  and  Llan- 
fihangel-y-Pennant. 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  at  the  end  of  1937,  accord- 
in  to  the  Rate  Books  was  2,045. 

The  rateable  value  at  the  same  date  was  20,710,  and  the  sum 
represented  by  a penny  rate  was  £81  19s.  8d.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR 

THE  AREA. 

There  have  been  no  alterations  or  developments  since  1930, 
which  need  to  be  mentioned. 

It  is  regret  able  that  there  is  no  Ambulance  service  for  the 
larger  part  of  the  area.  Most  of  the  serious  accident  eases 
and  acute  surgical  cases  have  to  be  conveyed  to  the  nearest 
liospital  in  an  ordinary  open  or  closed  car.  Transit  thus 
necessitates  a good  deal  of  jolting  and  pullings  about  of  the 
patient.  This  adds  to  the  initial  high  degree  of  shock  in  these 
serious  accident  cases  and  surgical  emerg’cncies.  One  can 
only  call  it  criminal  that  some  of  these  profoundly  shocked 
patients  are  removed  to  Hospital  in  an  ordinary  closed  or  open 
car. 

Arrangements  were  being  made  to  convene  a Joint  Confer- 
ence of  neighbouring’  authorities  to  consider  a joint  ,s(’heme. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 
Water  Supplies. 

Ta!V'5?ont. — The  main  scheme  at  Talybont  has  worked  very 
satisfactorily,  and  in  August  the  work  on  the  extensions  froip 
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Wylf?^  Groeti  to  Caeg'.arw  aud  from  Llaiiddwy we  to  Coed  y 
JJactiaa  Avere  conmieiiced. 

rile  supply  lias  been  good,  and  tliere  was  no  question  oi 
siiortage  clurmg  tlie  suinmer  montlis. 

Ta^cy^1l^^a£a{f. — Tliis  scLeine  was  coinpleted  early  tliis  year, 
and  lias  proved  its  value  to  tlie  inhabitants  of  the  village.  The 
sand  lilter  v ith  its  area  ot  10/2/3  square  yards  has  worked 
very  well.  The  caretaker  in  charge  of  the  works  pays  care- 
ful attention  to  the  condition  of  the  titter. 


RhiOSielain. — Not  much  progress  has  been  made  in  respect 
of  supplying  lihoslefain  with,  water.  Several  committees  have 
been  iield,  and  not  until  October  did  .any  iiroposal  take  shape. 
This  time  it  was  resolved  to  supply  hve  houses  near  Castell 
Bach  from  a well  known  as  Efynnon-y-Crwydd. 

It  was  also  proposed  to  sink  a well  in  Bhoslefaiii  Faini  held, 
and  to  supply  the  Post  Office,  Earni,  Cottages,  and  School 
House  from  this  source.  Work  has  been  started  on  this  well, 
but  it  is  too  early  to  report  more  fully. 

Liwyngwn'I. — The  supply  has  been  safisfactory  all  through 
the  year  except  for  on  short  period  when  several  bursts  occured. 
It  has  been  resolved  to  extend  the  water  main  from  near  Hen- 
bias  to  building  plots  along  the  Towyn  Hoad.  This  work 
will  be  put  in  hand  during  next  year. 

Dyffryn. — I am  glad  to  say  that  there  w.as  an  improvement 
in  the  siqqily  at  Dyffryn  although  the  reservoir  was  emptied 
at  one  period.  Nothing  could  be  found  within  this  district 
to  account  for  this. 

The  length  of  main  from  the  Post  Office  to  the  Station  has 
been  relaid  with  3”  Class  0,  Pverite  pipes,  and  has  done  away 
with  the  complaints  which  were  received  along  this  length. 
The  s])rings  at  Caerft'ynnon  have  been  cleaned,  and  the  collect- 
ing drains  opened  and  cleaned. 

Aberangell  Water  Supply. — Tiie  extension  to  this  work  has 
been  carried  out,  and  is  working  very  satisfactory.  I am 
glad  that  this  work  has  been  done  as  it  w^as  badly  needed. 

Bontcfcfu  Water  Supply. — Oom])laints  w^ere  received  in  re- 
spect of  the  above  supply,  and  on  investigation  it  wms  found 
tliat  tlie  pipes  were  filled  uj)  .and  needed  re-newing. 
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New  ti’  ijipes  have  been  laid  from  tlie  source  to  a poiii  liear 
Llecliiraitli,,  tiiiis  eiisimng  an  ample  supply  to  tlie  service 
leservoir  near  V'igra.  iSTew  2’’  pipes  have  been  laid  from  near 
Pen-Nebo'  along  the  whole  village,  and  1 am  gtad  to  say  ihat 
til©  work  is  proving  very  satisf-acdory. 


Lianielltyd  Water  Supply. — Complaints  have  been  received 
from  certain  areas  in  tkis  village  in  respect  of  shortage  oi 
water.  There  is  ditiicnlty  in  tinoing  a suitable  source  in  order 
to  eliminate  the  complaints,  and  also  to  allow  the  housing 
proposals  to  be  carried  out. 

The  difficulty  here  is  that  the  reservoir  is  too  low  to  server 
the  higher  levels,  and  something  must  be  done  at  an  early  date. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

LiWyngwrii. — A proposal  has  been  made  to  extend  the  sewer 
from  “ Henblas  ” along  the  Towyn  road  in  order  to  take  in 
certain  properties.  This  work  will  be  put  in  hand  next  year. 

GorriSi. — No  further  steps  have  been  taken  in  respect  of  a 

sewerage  scheme  for  this  village.  I must  again  call  attention 
to  tiie  need  of  such,  a scheme  for  Upper  and  Jmwer  Corris. 

Oyffryn. — I am  glad  to  note  tJiat  the  Council  have  adopted 
plans  of  a sewerage  scbeiue  for  this  village.  The  projiosals 
provide  for  the  whole  village  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £7,bS7, 
but  I understand  tliat  it  is  intended  to  ])roceed  witli  part  of 
tlie  sclieme  at  an  estimated  cost  of  T5,5d9. 

Fairbourne. — This  scbeme  has  worked  well  during  the  past 
twelve  months,  .and  the  pumping  plant  has  been  completely 
overhauled,  and  is  now  in  excellent  condition.  rumi)ing  is 
carried  out  at  regidar  intervals. 

Rivers  and  Streams. 

There  are  no  industries  in  the  district  to  pollute  the  rivers 
and  streams.  There  are  some  careless  individuals  who  throw 
their  household  refuse  into  our  beautiful  streams.  In  the 
districts  which  are  regularly  scavenged  there  is  no  excuse  for 
this  objectionahle  habit.  ^Varning  notices  ai'e  ])osted  u]i  in 
some  localilies  to  prevenl  Ihis  undesiiable  custom,  but  it  is 
not  easy  to  abolish  it  .altogether.

Scavenging. 

This  Authority  undertakes  the  scavenging  of  the  villages 
of  Dytfiyn,  Llanelltyd,  Arthog,  and  Barmouth  Junction,  Eriog 
and  hairbourne,  Ijlwyiigwril,  Llanegryn,  Abergynolwyn^ 
Corns,  Aberllefenni,  ,and  Mallwyd.  These  are  let  o-ut  on  con- 
tract for  twelve:  months.  Contractors  have  to  remove  all 
house  refuse  between  the  hours  of  9 p.m.  and  8 a.m.,  and  are 
responsible  to  see  that  the  lorry  or  cart  in  use  has  a suitable 
co\  ei . It  is  essential  that  these  stipulations  be  carried  out  to 
ensure  the  dustless  removal  of  refuse.  In  all  cases  the  refuse 
IS  disposed  of  by  tipping  on  suitable  sites  provided  by  this 
Authority,  and  in  a purely  rural  area  of  this  kind,  which  is 
so  sparsley  populated,  there  is  no  difficulty  in  efficiently  dis- 
posing of  refuse  of  all  kinds. 

It  IS  regrettable  that  no  tender  was  received  for  the  scaveno*-. 

yillages  of  Dinas  MawMdwy  and  Aberangell.  ^ 

I he  cleaning  of  privies,  ashpits,  and  cesspools  is  done  by 

the  occupiers  of  the  premises.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Milk  Supply. 

There  uie  six  pioducers  of  Tuberculin  Tested  (Certified) 
milk  within  the  district  licensed  by  the  Oounty  Council.  This 
luilk  IS  the  g-eniiiiie  article  produced  under  ideal  conditions. 
It  IS  high  time  the  public  realised  the  full  value  of  milk  as  a 
food  and  appreciated  the  necessity  of  Laving  this  important 
article  of  diet  in  as  wliolesoine  and  incontaniinated  condition 
as  possible.  I sineerely  Lop©  that  the  number  of  T.T.  pro- 
ducers will  increase  yearly-,  and  that  soon  the  public  will  refuse 
to  consume  only  some  form  of  graded  milk.  Samples  of  T.T. 
milk  are^  sent  once  a inoiitL  to  Aberystwyth  for  analysis  on 
behalf  of  the  County  C'oum-il,  and  the  results  Lave  been  satis- 
factory. 

The  cowsheds  and  dairies  are  periodically  inspected.  The 
dairies  on  the  whole  are  kept  clean,  and  are  periodically  lime- 
washed.  In  some  cases  there  is  room  for  iniprovenient  in  the 
structural  condition  of  the  cowsheds,  .and  in  the  sanitary  con- 
ditions ol  the  surroundings.  G-roomiiig  of  the  coav  is  not 
carried  out  in  the  sanill  farms.  The  milkers  on  the  whole 
are  cle^an  in  their  person,  but  washable  smocks  are  not  so 
generally  used  as  they  should  be. 

Meat. 


The  slaughter  houses  are  very  small,  and  some  are  not 
structurally^  to  nimlern  standards.  They  are  kept  clean 
and  .are  periodically  lime-washed.  There  are  no  public  abat- 
toiis  in  the  area.  Small  centres  of  population  should  combine 
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jji  some  coiiveiiient  place,  where  all  the  slaughtering  bu^iiess 
u±  the  surrounding  districts  can  be  carried  out.  V. 

The  lew  meat  sJi.ops  m the  district  .are  kept  clean,  and  the 
meat  is  not  exposed  to  contamination  by  tiies  and  otiier  injur- 
ious materials. 

Bakehouses. 


All  these  are  very  small  and  are  periodically  inspected. 
They  are  kept  clean,  and  are  lime-washed  at  intervals,  in  the 
case  of  bread,  like  meat,  the  great  bulk  of  it  is  brought  in 
vans  troni  the  adjoining  districts. 

There  are  no  underground  bakehouses. 

Chomicai  anci  Bacteiioiogica^  Examination  of  Food. 

The  work  is  carried  out  for  this  Authority  .at  the  laborator- 
ies of  Messrs.  Evans,  Lescher  Webb,  Ltd.,  of  Liverpool. 
Water  analysis  is  also  carried  out  by  them. 

Samples  of  milk  are  sent  to  xTberystwyth  as  directed  by  the 
County  Council. 

Workshops  and  Workplaces. 

These  are  few  in  number,  and  very  small.  They  are 
occupied  for  the  most  part  by  tlie  owner.  Their  sanitary  con- 
ditions are  on  the  whole  satisfactory.

live  occured  during  September  at  Gr.anllwyd  and  Llanfacli- 
reth.  In  these  cases  again  there  Avas  evideiice  that  the  disease 
Avas  contracted  outside  the  disirii't. 

These  cases  occurred  at  a Friwate  School  (for  Mental  De- 
fectives), and  tAvo  at  another  similar  private  school. 

The  remaining  cases  occured  in  various  parts  of  the  district 
at  dilferent  times,  and  1 was  unable  to  trace  the  origin  of  the 
(iisease.  It  is  gratif^dng  to  note  that  the  County  Council  is 
noAv  taking  steps  to  provide  an  Isolation  Hospital.  This  is 
urgently  needed  as  complete  isolation  and  adequate  measures 
to  prevent  spread  of  infection  is  impossible  in  the  houses  of 
the  working  classes.
